After Delinquents. 


The State 
B oard of T ax Commis 
stoners are n otifying the county treas 
urers that they are required to g o af 
ter the delinquent taxpayers. 
Adam 
Heller, 
treasurer of Jackson county, 
has 
received such 
a 
letter which 
reads as follow s: 
“ The law makes 
it .the duty of the 
State Board of Tax 
C om m issioners 
“ to see 
that all taxes due the State 
are collected ” and “ to enforce penal 
ties prescribed by any 
revenue law of 
the State for disobedience of its pro 
vison s. ” 
“ Upon 
investigation 
we find that 
there is a large amount of delinquent 
tax that can 
and should be collected. 
The law provides that after you have 
m ade deligent effort to collect the 
sam e, and have failed, you shall cer­ 
tify such facts to the 
Prosecuting A t­ 
torney who shall bring such action as 
is necessary and can 
attach property 
and garnishee wages. 
“ W e must in sist that you exhaust 
every 
provision of the law for the 
collection of the delinquent tax in 
you r county. 
“ If taxes have to be collected by the 
Prosecuting A ttorney, each 
person, 
in addition to paying the am ount now 
due from them, 
will 
have to pay all 
court costs and the prosecutor’s fee of 
ten d o lla r s .”

Newspapers aud periodicals aud sci­ 
entific bodies aud lecture platforms 
and moving pictures are engaged lo 
the controversy which promises to last 
ail winter or longer between the parti­ 
sans of Peary aud of Gook.

Did Cook aud his two Eskimos or 
did Peary aud his negro first run up 
I the flag In the airy regions of the 
frozeu country of the north pole?

And in whosesoever favor scieucs 
eventually may deckle or if it decide 
iii favor of both Peary and Cook there 
will always be those who are uncon­ 
vinced.

ered.

At 
the same time Senator Benjamin F. 
Shively of Indiana was chosen vice 
chairman, which may mean a higher 
honor for him later on. when Senator

retires. 
Senator 
Shively’s 
name was considered seriously for cau­ 
cus chairman by his Democratic col­ 
leagues a few months ago, when a re­ 
volt threatened the leadership of Sen­ 
ator Culberson. 
Senator Culberson's 
resignation was in the hands of the 
caucus and the name of his successor 
had been agreed on practically before 
the doors were closed for the caucus. 
When the honor was first offered to 
Senator Money he side-stepped and 
then a canvass was made to find an­ 
other leader of the minority. 
Various 
names were suggested, including that 
of Senator Bailey of Texas. 
Mr. Bai­ 
ley believes that leaders are born and 
not elected, and he spoke up promptly 
and said that he would not have the 
leadership under any circumstances. 
It is certain that he could not have 
been elected without opposition, and 
it is doubted whether he could have 
been elected. 
At one time It seemed 
as if the minority senators would con­ 
clude to tie the bell of leadership to 
Senator Bacon of Georgia. 
He was 
not entirely composed under the sug­ 
gestion, and ther** were others who be­ 
lieved that it was well to defer the 
question of leadership for a time in 
view of the fact that there are faction­ 
al differences among the senate Demo­ 
crats which were disclosed to the pub­ 
lic gaze during the consideration of 
the tariff bill. 
Finally, as a solution 
of the probb rn, Senator Money was 
prevailed on to accept the leadership 
with the full knowledge that his term 
will expire in fifteen months and with 
the general expression of the hope 
that Democrat ie differences might be 
reconciled and a leader elected at that 
time by a vote that would approxi­ 
mate unanimity. 
Senator Culberson's 
leadership has not been approved gen­ 
erally by his party colleagues. 
Some 
of them thought he was not sufficient­ 
ly aggressive during th** tariff bill con­ 
sideration last summer, and still oth­ 
ers objected to the manner in which 
he had distributed party favors as the 
caucus chairman. 
So strong was the 
feeding against him at one time in the 
tariff legislation that the question of 
calling a conference with a view to 
deposing him sud electing Senator 
Shively was considered seriously. 
This U nearned storm abated, how­ 
ever, and the senator from Texas had 
the privilege of giving his colleagues
